FAMILY 
TABLE 
TALK 


In the prseent national drive for 
the eradication of venereal disease, 
there has been frequent emphasis 
on the responsibility of parents to 
instruct and guide young people 
and inculcate in them good moral 
attitudes. 

The: importance of the home, 
where character is moulded, where 
attitudes aré taught and where ac- 
ceptable standards are developed, 
is fundamental to any effort to re- 
duce delinquency and prevent its 
physical results, 

Character training and develop- 
ment of good social standards is 
not so mucha matter for. special 
lectures as exposing a child in day- 
to-day living to good example and 
expression of the parents’ cbiicep- 
tion of sound values. 

Much | of the *teaching can and 
should be done indirectly, little by 
little, and for this one of the best 
opportunities. is offered by the 
family gatheriamg at the dinner 
table, where the conversation pro- 
vides.a democratic foram, for the 
exchange of ideas, 

Table~ conversation serves as an 
evaluating conference, especially 
on the needs, experiences and in- 
terests of the family members, It 
fosters an agreement eon _ beliefs, 
and clarifies the application of be- 
liefs, The inculcation of viewpoint 
comes more out of the informal 
chatter than out of formal admoni- 
tion.

The Red Cross western pack- 
ing centre has, for instance, already 
despatched its millionth parcel to 
Canadian boys in Germany and 
Japan. Do you ever wonder what 
goes into one of these parcels? 
Well, they’ve already sent out a 
million pounds of butter, a million 
pounds of jam, half a million cAns 
of salmon and half a_ million 
pounds of sugar. Besides this, thou- 
sands of pounds of tea and coffee; 
biscuits, and other rationed goods. 
All parcels, they tell-me, have in- 
clided chocolate bars, raisins, tin- 
meats, soap. This all tells 
Canadian at-homes that there is a 
reason for some _ shortages and 
rationed distribution, 

With the accent now on pulver- 
izing Germany’s industrial centres 
by overpowering air raids, it is 
greatly. responsible for putting the 
punch into the big attack.

ed period. Where milk is available, 
‘either skim-milk or butter-milk, it 
should be fed freely since it provides 
protein, minerals and vitamins which 
are particularly valuable at this time 
owing to the shortage of commercial 
proteins. 

Do not overcrowd in the laying 
house. Overcrowding lowers produc- 
tion and increases mortality. Allow 
three and one half feet floor space 
‘for Leghorns and four feet for the 
heavy breeds. - ; 

Endeavour to maintain producing 
at around 50 to 60 per cent. At this 
level the flock is not being forced 
and cah carry on for a longer period 
with lower mortality than where the 
production, is higher. 

The breeding flock is handled in 
the. same way as the production 
flock except that it is fed a breeders 
mash. This mash can be supplement- 
ed with milk, alfalfa and oil. 

Care of the product is often over- 
looked and in many cases loss in 
grade is experienced. Eggs should be 
gathered often, cooled as quickly as 
possible, and held in a room free 
from foreign odours such as vegetab] 
es or oil. The temperature of this 
room should be around 50 or 55 deg- 
| rees. Holding too long will cause loss 
in grade, so market at least once a 
week or twice if possible.
